the girl are without any foundation in 
fact. 


^Ir. Tufts said the only persons 


who know' the girl's story of what 
took place on that fateful night are 
hei;counsel. Fr. Habel, the Interpret- 
er, and the stenographer, and,as none 
of the people have uttered a word for 
publication, anything that 
has ap- 


.peared'-ln print was purely due to re- 
portorlal Imagination, 


The 'girl's attorney said that the 


greater part of_ the time 
since the 


girl's arrest at the home of Mrs. Lil- 
lian Glover has been devoted to se- 
curing a complete story from the girl. 
This has been accomplished and Tufts 
was conildent that when the people 
learned the whole story a far differ- 
ent aspect would be placed on the 
tragedy. 


According to the police Hattie Le 


Blanc killed Glover, aud there ap- 
pears to be. no 
mystery connected 


with the the case which cannot .be 
easily solved. 
The attorneys for the 


girl seem to feel that despite this ap- 
parent air of confldenqe entertained 
by the police that there are surprises 
to come In the case, even to the po- 
lice. 


Much valuable evidence has been 


gathered by the detectives employed 
by. the defense and this with the girl's 
true story seems to be of sufficient 
strength to Rive the attorneys a strong 
feeling In their ability to secure Miss 
Le Blanc's acquittal. 


No murder in this state in recent 


years has created the interest the 
Glover -case has aroused, 
Tho ex- 


treme youth and positive ignorance 
as to tho ways of the world of the ac- 
cused, and the many peculiar circum- 
stances connected with the case have 
created a feeling In the minds of the 
people of this city at least that all 
the factn in the case have not as yet 
been made known. 


That a girl of 1G could overpower 


and kill a strong, husky man In the 
prime of life like Clarence F. Glovor 
Is one of the, mysteries 
the 
people 


'would like to have cleared up. The 
finding o[ the girl three or four days 
after the murder hidden in the home 
of the murdered, man's widow and the 
statement made by inmates of the 
house -that they had no knowledge of 
Hattie Le Blanc's presence there, Is 
another phase which is clouding the 
minds of the public and makes the 
case a hard one to understand. 


Another peculiar feature, as yet a 


mystery even to the police, is how, 
If, Miss Le Blanc Is guilty, did she 
get possession of the firearm. The 
police have said that this was the only 
unsolved problem in the case. 


They have labored hard to clear up 


this feature to their own satisfaction; 
but It Is just as big a mystery to the 
authorities as it was at the very first.'

David A. De Armond of the sixth Mis- 
souri district, who met a tragic death 
In a fire which destroyed his home at 
Butler, Mo., only a few days ago, 
and Francis R. Lasslter of the fourth 
Virginia district. 
Successors 
have 


not yet been elected in either dis- 
trict. 


Vice President Sherman presided in

•pi IS man who is carrying on dlversllled farming can not keen one 


cow for each acre of land he tills but n dairyman can do so, and 


many of them do. They do not raise all Mho grain used, but let their 
neighbors do it for them. They know that they can purchase grain lore 
100 cents on the dollar and that their good dairy cows will return ?2 
in product for, every dollar's worth of foed. They can better afford to 
spend their time in caring for the cows .than, in raising the grain. In 
alfalfa sections the man with forty good dairy cows on forty acres^of 
land can furnish'all the roughage required the year around. He can 
not afford to give-his cows pasturage, but this is the most expensive 
feed anyway unless a fellow has open, range close by, and such things 
have become mighty scarce around where civilization prevails. 


We will assume.that five acres of a good forty are used for the 


buildings, yards, roads, line fences, etc. This leaves thirty-flve acres 
of land for actual tillage, and by having a silo and soiling'in the sum- 
mer time the question solves itself.

Shall we sing a ritquleni for. the 


army mulov ]'-r0 received his death 
sentence as burden boarer of tho nr- 
my when those short-coupled 
high 


powered automobile trucks used In 
the Invasion of Boston last summer 
began toting commissaries at twenty- 
flvfi mllos an hour out to cavalry 
outposts which I: would hav been 
Impossible to feed In mule style. We 
have reflected as, follows: 1. The 
mule can hold his own only as a 
pack anlinnl for mountain trails and 
boggy country. 
2. As a wagon-pull- 


ing animal on a road he loses to the 
auto-car because equal efficiency Is 
gained for twenty-live per cent of '.he 
cost; the mule Is always as tired as 
the soldier when the day's march Is 
over, and his load-hauling speed Is 
about the same. The auto-car, with n 
drink of ga«oflne, Is ready to carry 
provisions on out from the 
main 


camp to tho outposts, and cavalry 
scouting camps—branches 
of 
field 


service that have always gone hun- 
gry in actual war faro, through iso- 
lation from the wagon train. 3. To 
replace the wagon train of an army 
Brigade on the move an auto-car 
train of from- thirty to forty cars 
would be needed, one of the cars to 
be fitted irp as a traveling repair 
sliop. Hach car would haul a load 
equal to a six-mule team.
